Senator Borah last night laid the

He linked Orchard. to 
Haywood, Haywood to Simpkins, 
Simpkins to Moyer, and Moyer 4o Pet- 
tibone. 

Then, selecting only the evidence of 
witnesses for the defense\and leaving 
Orchard’s confessiog out, he wove the 
lives and movements of the five men 
together. Without departing from the 
record, and incidentally clearing up a 
number of situations left somewhat 
clouded, he brought these officers and 
members of the Western Federation of 
Miners together. Then he took Or- 
chard away from Denver and back 
again to Denver, to the headquarters 
of the Western Federation of Miners. 
This was done carefully and almost 
monotonously. The quiet before the 
storm—then Borah's voice and man- 
ner changed. He sprang into action. 
His voice quivered and, with hand up- 
raised and fingers outstretched, he 
shouted:

THRILLS SPECTATORS. 

The dramatic utterances and tense 

figure of the pleader “sent a thrill 
through the courtroom. For the space 
of ten seconds there was silence. Then, 
relaxing, Borah continued with his 
merciless logic. He brought Davis, 
Copley, Adams and Easterly, all ofi- 
cers or members of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, into touch with Or- 
chard. Without a pause, he drew pic- 
ture after picture of the men asso- 
clating together at various points. 
From each place, and fresh from every 
crime, he brought Orchard back “home 
to Denver,” and then, smiling, he 
leaned towards the jury to ask: 
“Why? Why? Always back té Den- 
ver, unless it was to find there the 
protection and the pay of his em- 
ployers.” 
All these things denounced or sneered 
at by counsel for the defense found 
a bold and brilliant paragraph of de- 
fense in Senator Borah’s interludes, 
and coungel for the defense were 
driven into a murmur of protest, now 
under the lash of pointed sarcasm and 
again when, under a tirade of tndig- 
nant reproach cviture, Christianity, 
law and order, refinement, the home 
and the country found ready chaim- 
pion.

Mitchell to Decide Whether

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) July 26.—(Ex- 
@lusive Dispatch.) The committee 
from the United Mine Workers, which 
has for the past two days been con- 
ferring with representatives of the 
Southwestern Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, today broke off negotiations with 
the operators without being able to 
reath a settlement of their grievances. 
A strike is imminent. 

The cognmittee will go to Denver to 
confer wh John Mitchell, the na- 
tional head of the coal miners’ union. 
It now depends upon Mitchell wheth- 
er the miners in the Southwest who 
are represented at the conference, will 
go out on 4 strike. 

All day members of the miners’ com- 
mittee and representatives of the 
Southwestern Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion tried to come to an agreement, 
but the miners stood firm on thet 
point, although the operators offered 
concessions. 

The difficulty has come up over the 
kind of powder which the miners shall 
use in biasting. The miners buy their 
own powder, but they get it from tne 
company stozes and use the brand se- 
lected by e company. The miners 
believe that they should be allowed to 
mame the brand of powder which they 
should use. They are willing to pur- 
chase from the company stores, but 
they thought they were being solid an 
inferior grade of the blasting materia:

Strike Leaitier Petriella left today 
for Evelyth and Acting President 
Mahony and Acting Secretary Kirwan 
of the Western Federation of Miners 
were also expected there from Denver 
today. The chief of police of Evelyth 


said today that strike agitators would 


not be allowed to make street speeches 
or hold street meetings. 

At Hibbing all was quiet and mat- 
ters are progressing -satisfactorily. 
Petriella went to the Stevenson mine 
yesterday anf organized about 100 
Italians, but immediately after he left 
some of the prominent Italians at 
Hibbing undid all of his work. They 
explained conditions more fully to the 
men, who were ignorant of what they 
were doing, and almost to a man they 
deserted the federation. The federa- 
tion purchasef a store at Hibbing yes- 
terday and is running it for the ben- 
efit of the strikers. They tried un- 
successfully to purchase goods from 
traveling salesmen from Duluth. They 
were unable even to buy cigars. 

There was a report at Hibbing today 
that some men had been frightened 
away from the Monroe mine dump and 
a Deputy Sheriff left to investigate. 
It is said big socialistic picnics will be 
held at both Hibbing and Evelyth 
Sunday morning.

SOUVENIR HUNTERS LOOTED 


ITALIAN NAVAL 


Stole Everything Portable While 
Vesse! Lay Off Jamestown at the 
Opening of the Expesition—Ad- 
miral Evans's Denunclation of 
American Souvenir Hunters, 


[Washington Post:] Deeply chagrined 
at the “looting” of the flagship of the 
Duke of Abruzzi, accemplished while 
the nation’s royal guest was giving a 
reception aboard the vessel at Hamp- 
ton Roads, American naval officers 
will do everything in their power to 
discover the offenders and restore to 
the sallor prince his missing posses- 
sions. 

An official report of the theft was 
mede yesterday morning by Rear-Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, commander of 
the Atlantic fleet, under whose official 


guardianship the Duke of the Abruszsi

did the Jamestown Exposition. Ad- 
miral Evans, who came to the city on 
a week's leave of absence, called on 
Secretary Metcalf and told him of the 
losses suffered by the duke and his 
officers. The report made Dy Admiral 
Evans verified in detail dispatch 
from Norfolk, printed in the Post 
Monday. 

Admiral Evans was notified of the 
theft by the officer whom he 
to serve @s an aide to the Duke. This 
officer reported that the rooms of the 
Duke and his staff were practically 
‘stripped of everything that could be 
carried away that might be made to 
do for a& souvenir. The Duke's gold 
tollet set, which was presented to him 
by his royal cousin, the King: his 
clothes brushes, comb, and brush, even 
the buttons on his uniform were gone. 


WHOLE SHIP SUFFERED. 


It soon became apparent that the 
whole ship had suffered. Not only had 
the Duke and his officers lost their per- 
sonal goods, but the Varese had been 
despolied of various articles, such as 
ay sights, bric-a-brac, spoons, etc. 

All this was reported to Secretary 
Metcalf yesterday by Admiral Bvans. 
Mr. Metcalf, when told offictally of the 
ungallant and ungrateful conduct of 
the wuke's guests, was loath to belleve 
that they could have committed the 
breach of etiquette. Mr. Metcalf was 
of the opinion that some professional 
crooks had gained entrance to the ship 
anil had made a wholesale raid on the 
quarters of the officers. He could not 
understand how Invited guests could be 
so forgetful of boasted American man- 
nere 

But Admiral Evans assured him that 
it was all too true. It was no new ex- 
perience to him. They were not pro- 
fessional thieves who carried away the 
Duke's gold tollet articles and other 
things; but members of that distinctive- 
ly American cult, souvenir hunters, 

ADMIRAL EVANS MORTIFIED. 

“I was deeply mortified when it was 
reported to me that the Duke of the 
Abruzzi and his officers had been 
mbbed.” said Admfral Evans. “In 
my general orders, I took occasion to 
Say that guests on board war vessels 
would not be permitted to visit the 
private quarters of the officers, unac- 
companied by a member of the staff. 

“I have had #0 much experience 
with souvenir fiends that [| am not at 
all surprised that the Duke of the 
Abruzzi and bis officers suffered from 
their vandalism. The American sou- 
venir hunter will steal anything ex- 
cept a cellar full of water. I know, 
for I have been the victim of their 
raids on more than one occasion. After 
numerous losses on board the various 
vessels which I have commanded, I 
finally gave orders that no visitors 
should be permitted to go into the 
private quarters on any vessel unless 
an officer or a member of the crew 
accompanied them. Numerous times 
the ships under my command have 


practically stripped. of every- 


thing that could be carried away. 

“At Boston, on One occasion, I was 
in command of the Indiana, a recep- 
tion was given on board the ship. It 
was the first time a first-class warship 
had visited Boston harbor, the Indiana 
being the first vessel of that c 
Probably 10,000 persons visited 
ship, and when the reception was over 
and we went to turn on the search- 
light, we found that even the carbons 
had been taken. The screws on the 
searchlight had been taken out. and 
the big lamp wes unfit for use. An 
examination of the two dozen or 
showed that all gunsights had 
been carried away, while the officers’ 
quarters had been depleted of every- 
thing that could be taken.

But there 
are many employés working for the 
city who would be put to very great 
inconvenience if deprived of an op- 
portunity of getting any of their sal- 
aries for eighty or ninety days. These 
persons will be accommodated by this 
arrangement of the banks at a very 
slight discount upon thelr regular in-

' REAT FOR SAN FRANCISCO. 
It is with intense satisfaction 
that The Times chronicles the news’ 
that class government is apparently ; 
at an end in San Francisco and the 
long-suffering city at last kas a 
Mayor who measures up to the re- 
quirements, together with a prospect- 
ive Board of Supervisors that, as a 
whole, is all that could be asked. 
Mayor Taylor promised well in the 
talks he made when he was appointed 
Mayor. He has made good in his of- 
ficial acts so far as he has’ gone, and 
we only hope he will keep on as he 
has begun. He declared for equal 
rights, for the leveling of all men be- 
fore the law, against government by 
class. He has brought 


ceeded to abolish class government in 
his city. 

Mayor Taylor showed hig keenness 
of insight and his breadth of view 
when he hit the trouble with San 
Francisco at the very first stroke. 

The whole trouble with San Fran- 
cisco has been class government. San 
Francisco has been governed by a 
secret and proscriptive organization. 
It has been governed by the labor 
union. The convicted Mayor was a 
labor unionite, placed in office by" 
labor unionites. The self-condemned 
Supervisors, confessed criminals, were 
all labor unionites, put in office by 
labor unionites. The indicted Chief 
of Police was, and is a bird of the 
same feather. 


This class government ,by labor 
‘unionites (not by laborers, note) 
overwhelmed San Francisco with the 
worst flood of corruption in the his- 
tory of American cities, paralyzed her 
industries, deluged her with bloodshed 
and crime, humiliated her in the eyes 
of the world, amd brought her to the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

With the appointment of Dr. Ed-

The shores of time all down the 
stream of hutfan history are strewn 
with the wretks of nations. Until 
these United States of America were 
constituted a nation there never was 
a government founded among men 
which did not rest on class legisia- 
tion and cla#s administration with 
the exception of the Hebrew republic 
formed on thé desert by a body of 
slaves just escaped to freedom. That 
little republic flourished for a time 
until they decided to have a King 
“like the nation around.” All the 
so-called republics of the elder world 
were oligarchies, often degenerating 
into despotisms, sometimes rising into 
despotisms under,the leadership of a 
strong man, stronger than the many 
he replaced and more just than the 

The history of France for 2000 years 
is a history of class government, and 
the ablest publicists of the day recog- 
nize that the wéakness of the republic 
now lies in the fact that it is a class 
government rather than a_ broadly 
popular government.
